selves. I refer to such expe nd itu res as 
a re necess ary to provide adequa te pro- 
actu al money into the T re asu ry t h a n ■ tection, to maintain o u r courts, anil to 
they did in 1932. 
In other words, the

v is uals and corporati ons 
have 
not 
h* en enough to cover the waste and 
extravagance of this 
Administration. 
What is th*; re sult? Those of our citi­ 
zens with small incomes have had to 
pay an increased 
proportion 
of the 
cost of the Fedora I Government. 
And ju st how have those with small 
incomes paid more? We iind that they 
have paid in a th ousand different ways. 
T a k e bread, for example. When we 
buy a loaf or bread for IO cents we 
pay about 8 cents for the bread. T he 
oth er two cents goes for taxes. If we 
smoke a package of cigarettes a day 
we pay $22 a year iti taxes. So it is 
in all our spending. We cannot buy a 


enforce o u r laws. Those expe nd itu res 
a re essential if we are to live in an 
orderly society. They help us to m a in ­ 
tain our political and economic liber­ 
ties and to enjoy the fruits of oui own 
labor. 
For these expenditures, if they a re 
made efficiently and with economy, we 
do get a d o ll ar’s worth for every dol­ 
lar we spend. 
I 'ntiI a few- years ago, this type of 
expenditure mad e up the bulk of our 
Federal expenses, 
r u d e r the present 
Administration, th at iB no longer true. 
Today, the Administration is spending 
money for alm ost every conceivable 
thing. 
It 
is spending even for the 
necessary things in ways we cannot 
afford— in reckless ways which are be­ 
s m e ll of clothing without the Govern- 
part of the yond o u r m e a n s — which would never 
appeal to an yo ne who has had to work 
m e n t ’s taking in taxes a 
money we pay out. We cannot Guy un 
ounce of food at our 
grocery 
store 
without 
being taxed to 
support 
the 
Government. We cannot go to a movie, 
or to ti baseball game, or ride in an 
automobile without this invisible tax 
a r m of government real 
ta king a p a rt of th*- money we spend. 
This has been a growing tendency cfi 
g o v e rn m e n t in recent years. 
Most of these taxes, it is true, are 
hidden so deeply that we cannot see 
them, But the taxes a r e th e re just as 
tr uly as they are in the sales tax on 
gasoline. They cost just a s much, and 
a re just as real, as they would be if 
th<*y were taken right out of our pay 
envelopes. 
These hidden taxes -Fed­ 
eral, State and local 
am ount to about 
20 cents out of every dollar we spend 
In the case of the Federal G overnm ent 
alone they am ount to over $5 a month 
for every family. 
It is in this way that the G overn ­ 
m e n t ’s financial policies affect us as 
individuals. 
T he 
more 
the 
G overn ­ 
ment wastes, the more money it has 
to take from us. 
The more it takes 
from us tin- less food an d slothing we 
can buy for ourselves, the less w. 
ha ve for the education of our children 
a n d the less we have left to set aside 
for 
meeting 
emer ge ncies — for 
the 
building of homes, for im provem ent of 
farms, for the 
const ru ction of 
fac­ 
tories. 
Iii short ever} dollar that the 
Goternnieiit takes from us iii tax­ 
es means j u s t one dollar less for 
us 
a dollar that we might use to 
buy 
things, 
the 
production 
of 
which would create Jobs. 
T h e re Is no better illustration of all 
this than the so-called surplu s tax bill 
ja m m ed through Congress this spring. 
One practical effect of this tax law 
is to prevent a corporation from using 
its earn ings in the business. 
It m ust 
pay them out in dividends. In conse­ 
quence, ea rnings no 
longer 
provide 
funds 
for 
making 
needed 
im pro ve­ 
ments, for replacing out-of-date eq uip ­ 
ment, and for additions to the plant. 
Now what does this mean to a m an 
looking for a

less 
chance of finding work. T here will not 
he those jobs that 
come 
from

gradual growth of 
our

busi­ 
nesses, from th** re pla ce m ent of eq uip ­ 
ment, and from plant expansion. 
For those w o rk e rs who alr eady have 
jobs the effect of ta x law is j u s t a s 
had. 
Because of this legislation it is 
no longer possible for a business, e x ­ 
cept at u nbearable cost, to build up a 
reserve for meeting future losses. 
In 
o the r words, a business organization, 
unless it alr eady has reserves, is put 
on a hand-t o-m outh basis. This m e ans 
th at it can exist only so long as it can 
m a ke a profit. Once trade sl acken s to 
the point where tin* business cannot 
make a profit, it is lost. Not having a 
reserve to fall back upon, its lot is 
b ankru ptcy, a n d the lot of the w orkers 
is unemploym ent.

D uring th** depression, private indus­ 
try paid out ove r tw enty billion dol­ 
lars more t h a n it took in— twen ty bil­ 
la n dollars that helped to cushion the 
depression and keep employees w o rk ­ 
ing.

ing prosperous years. 
Vet Ic euiolesB, ill-advised tax legis­ 
lation tins present A dmin ist ra ti on is, 
m effect, forbidding a res toration of the 
re serv es exhausted by th*- depression.

In o u r own families w** all recog 
nize the im port an ce of doing this and 
we try to build up individual reserves 
In the case of the Government Un- 
equivalent of these reserves is the abil­ 
ity to borrow. It protects this ability 
by keeping its financial house in tin* 
best jwssible order. 
How does it do this? In periods of 
good times, th** Governmen t pays off its 
debts, so th at if necessary it will be 
abb* to borrow* again. It keeps its taxes 
as low as possible, so that there will be 
a reserve of tax-paying ability which 
can be called upon to meet e m e r g e n ­ 
cies.

of ill-wind. These a m the policies to 
he followed in good times. In bad times

tion never loses sight of the fact that 
it acts a t all times us a tr ustee of the 
people. 
It watches every dollar it spends 
to be su re that it is used iii the way 
which will do the most good.
